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A fair representation of rate¬ 
payers assembled in th» Polish 
Hall last Thursday night to hear 
of possible incorporation of East 
Coleman and Blairmore Road in¬ 
to a separate village. Following 
addresses by W. Kovach, M.L.A. 
and Mr. Ramsay of the Dept, of 
Municipal Affairs, ratepayers 
brought up a number of com¬ 
mendable questions, regarding 
their area. 

The meeting, under the chair¬ 
manship of E. Churla, first heard 
remarks from Mr. Ramsay re¬ 
garding the steps necessary for 
incorporation. The speaker in¬ 
formed the gathering of the pro¬ 
cedure to follow, stating that a 
petition carrying twenty names 
would have to be submitted and 
the intention published in the 
Gazette. It was stressed that 
those opposing the plan would 
have the right to object. 

Following Mr. Ramsay’s re¬ 
marks W. Kovach took the op¬ 
portunity of reporting to his 
constituents the problems that ' 
they had brought to his atten¬ 
tion and the action that had 
been taken on them. Regarding 
the rubbish problem he f com¬ 
plimented them on their desire 
to have a clean community and 
reported that Mr. Sullivan would 
be in the district soon to look 
into the matter and the town 
dump. The speaker in referring 
to the town dump remarked that 
he understood that the health 
authorities on examining the 
dump could find nothing wrong. 
However, he stated, it would ap¬ 
pear by the number of com¬ 
plaints registered that the em¬ 
ptying of cesspools etc., and 
dumping it on the surface caus¬ 
ed a stench to cover the East 
Coleman Community. This mat¬ 
ter would be looked into. 

The matter of the new bridge 
in East Coleman brought to light 
the fact that the department 
at Edmonton was going to call 
for a report on the bridge Mr. 
Kovach remarked that he had 
learned from Mr. Bradley that 
the bridge had been repaired 
ana would last ror a couple ol 
years. It was felt that the bridge 
should remain as is now until 
the matter of moving the rail¬ 
way crossing is cleared up. It was 
his recommendation that if the 
bridge was to be replaced with 
a new one it would better be 
placed a couple of blocks east. 
He suggested that the ratepay¬ 
ers write the C.P.R. to ascertain 
how the matter of the crossing 
stood at this time. 

INCREASED MUNICIPAL AID 

Leaving localized problems at 
this point, the speaker enlight¬ 
ened his constituents on the 
work of the last session and re¬ 
capitulated on the history of the 
Social Credit party since taking 
power in 1935. 

Thd last session he emphasiz¬ 
ed was outstanding in one re¬ 
spect and that was the budget. 
This year’s budget was the big¬ 
gest in the history of Alberta 
and one that would be termed 
a pre-election budget, rather 
than a budget of the year after 
being returned to office. 

Today we have a province that 
you could say is debt free, there 
being more money in the treas¬ 
ury than needed to retire any 
remaining debts. Rather than 
liquidating their debt at low in¬ 
terest, the province by using 
that money buying high interest 
debentures of other provinces is 
making more money. If they 
should however desire to pay 
the remaining debt, the province 
could and still have 40 million 
dollars left in the treasury. 

Municipal assistance report 
showed that legislation had In¬ 
stituted the Municipal Loans Re¬ 
volving Fund Act with an appro¬ 
priation of 25 million, the Self 
Liquidating Loan Act ending at 
the end of 1953. Under this new 
act the municipality may bor¬ 
row for approved capital con¬ 
struction, —sewers, waterworks, 
schools etc., at 2V» to3%% inter¬ 
est depending upon the length 
of the loan. This is fully 2% less 
than they could obtain money 
outside the province, with an 
estimated saving to the people 
of Alberta this year of $500,000. 

The Fuel Oil Tax up until this 
year was split two ways, one a 
direct grant to the municipality 
and the other a separate grant 
should a community mill rate 
remain constant or reduce 3 
mills. This year the entire am¬ 
ount will be a direct grant on a 
per capita basis. Whether taxes 
are reduced by this or the money 
used for improvements is up to 
local authorities. Days of high 
taxes in Alberta are practically 
finished for if this policy is 
continued the benefits from the 
development of our resources 
will go direct to the people. 

Regarding the impression that 
the Alberta government Is int¬ 
erested only in the oil Industry, 
the speaker went to great length 


to show an unbiased account of 
the entire picture and the prob¬ 
lems that each industry faces. 
During the 1930’s he explained 
there were some 130,000 farm 
families in Alberta whereas to¬ 
day there are only 80,000. Yet 
produce from farming has in¬ 
creased considerably of late due 
to modern methods. Over 200 
outside companies were register¬ 
ed in the province last year, 22 
million being spent by companies 
setting up plants here for man¬ 
ufacturing. As more oil devel¬ 
opment is made more industries 
are set up with the resultant in¬ 
crease in population and provin¬ 
cial wealth. 

NOT LETTING COAL DOWN 

The government is not let¬ 
ting the coal industry down. Al¬ 
berta is blessed with three res¬ 
ources and are treating all alike, 
vet their hands are tied in re¬ 
gards the coal industry. Here we 
are sitting on a supply of coal 
large enough to keep all of North 
America comfortable, yet Amer¬ 
ican coal is imported and used 
as far west as Regina. High costs 
of production and high freight 
rates are the reason you are idle 
while American coal is being im¬ 
ported. The C.N.R. recently re¬ 
stricted service on a line out of 
Edmonton to once a week due 
to the shortage of fuel, yet Al¬ 
berta miners were idle. This 
same firm loaned an American 
coal firm a staggering amount 
for capital expansion. Eastern 
capital is invested in a lot of 
American coal fields. Until we 
have more local markets and 
more population we will have to 
put up with this situation. The 
more industry that is encouraged 
to Alberta the more population 
we will have. 

Regarding increased populat¬ 
ion the government has approp¬ 
riated money to the irrigation 
project of St. Marys and the Bow 
River to put thousands of acres 
under irrigation giving stability 
to agriculture and the farmer 
assurance or a crop. Where It 
took 1 % sections to make money 
before a man has plenty to do 
on 80 acres under irrigation and 
with a family of 4 is better off 
than a man in any other indus¬ 
try. You can see how many more 
families will be encouraged to 
set up in Alberta to supply this 
need. 

In the Pincher Creek area 
there is one of the biggest oil 
and gas fields, yet why is it 
capped? It is capped because 
there is no markets. The oil in¬ 
dustry has spent millions more 
in search for oil than they are 
getting back in production unless 
markets are available. The day 
there is more markets and oil 
is exported there will be more 
industry. No gas in Alberta may 
be exported without first being 
scrubbed, or have all the by pro¬ 
ducts removed right here. The 
Pincher field is capable of daily 
production of 400 tons of sul¬ 
phur, a product that is import¬ 
ed to Canada at the present. 
Imagine the size of the factory 
and the employment this would 
cause. In addition the field 
would produce immense amounts 
of high test gas, propane, butain 
before the clean gas is exported 
Yet again most propane in Ca¬ 
nada is being imported. 

HANDS TIED 
REGARDING COAL 

As in the coal industry the 
governments hands are tied. The 
Federal government has the say 
as to whether the Americans can 
buy our gas. Mr. Howe stated 
some time ago that in regards to 
gas it must be Canada first and 
any pipe line to the east must 
follow an all Canadian route. 
Why then wasn’t it Canada first 
in regards to coal ... it was 
here before the oil. 

Both eastern and English cap¬ 
ital was invited to develop the 
Alberta oil fields and they re¬ 
jected the offer, whereas the 
Americans accepted. It was to 
protect their own interest that 
eastern capitalists did not en¬ 
ter the oil development. 

An all Canadian route for gas 
transmission to the east would 
necessitate piping it through the 
barren wasteland of Ontario 
bringing the cost up for the con¬ 
sumer at the other end, up com¬ 
parable with the price of Am¬ 
erican coal. The Alberta gov¬ 
ernment feels that the line 
should travel through populated 
sections regardless of the side 
of the international border in 
order that it be used enroute 
and reach eastern cities at a 
cheap rate. It would benefit this 
province due to the larger mar¬ 
ket. 

Having traced the develop¬ 
ment of industry and markets 
through the development of oil, 
the speaker came back to coal 
and stressed the fact that the 
mining interests will have to 


sell and prepare a product the 
same as the American coal if 
they are to compete with It. 

NEAR MILLION IN 
LIQUOR STORE HERE 

Calling for guidance in his de¬ 
cisions, the member told of the 
mixed feeling regarding the li¬ 
quor laws of Alberta and wanted 
to know his constituents’ feel¬ 
ing before the matter comes up 
again. He asked, their opinion 
regarding the matter of increas¬ 
ing outlets such as cocktail 
lounges and the present hours of 
sale. Giving his own. opinion, he 
stressed the fact that he felt ex¬ 
tended hours might cut down the 
amount of bootleg liquor and 
that he felt one of the pass cen¬ 
tres should have a liquor store 
open until midnight. Pass peo¬ 
ple consumed nearly one million 
dollars in beer and liquor last 
year, or to be exact, $998,000. 

Very few questions were asked 
at this time, one man wan tin g 
to know the reason why the keg 
of beer was cut out forcing the 
man to stay in the beer parlor 
when he could have got his small 
keg and gone home. Another 
query in a jocular vein mention¬ 
ed the quantity of water in the 
liquor. 

HIGHWAY COST $497,000 

Nothing will be done to the 
five mile stretch of bad road be¬ 
tween Bellevue and the hospital 
this year according to the speak¬ 
er as other road work is neces¬ 
sary. During the past two years 
$497,000 was spent on the high¬ 
way between Pincher and Crows 
Nest not counting that spent on 
the slide at Lundbreck. 

ASSESSMENT LOWERED 10% 

Mr. K. A. Luke, assessor for 
the department followed Mr. 
Kovach and. informed the rate¬ 
payers that the assessment on 
their buildings had been, reduced 
a flat 10%. This, he stated, does 
not necessarily mean a. 10% re¬ 
duction ,of taxes, that will de¬ 
pend upon your budget and other 
matters. 

The meeting then opened into 
a question and answer period Mr. 
Ramsay first answering a query 
regarding boundaries of a vil¬ 
lage.'When making application 
for incorporation, he stated, you 
set your own boundaries. When 
it is sent in the department may 
add or take off a little but the 
boundaries will basically be what 
was asked for. Answering the 
second question, he asserted that 
it was not necessary that a 
school be built should a village 
be incorporated. 

Oue ratepayer rose with the 
suggestion that a plebiscite be 
taken before any application is 
made, to which Mr. Ramsay re¬ 
plied that it. was not necessary 
that incorporation be made be¬ 
cause twenty people sign a pet¬ 
ition. Thos against the proposal 
could protest. 

When queried as to possible 
annexation with Coleman, rate¬ 
payers explained the steps that 
had been taken as requested and 
how the town of Coleman came 
up with a proposal of charging 
10 mills extra for ten years. Cole¬ 
man had left the matter in 
abeyance, East Coleman had re¬ 
jected the proposal. To this the 
assessor stated that the propos¬ 
al could not be carried out, if 
Coleman annexed the area it 
must do so under the existing 
mill rate although they could 
charge, and rightly so, for ser¬ 
vices extension under the front¬ 
age tax. 

MILL RATE DEPENDS 
UPON COUNCIL 

If a village is formed the rate¬ 
payers will elect their own 
council who will have the auth¬ 
ority to spend as much money 
as they think necessary. It will 
depend on them whether the 
mill rate will remain as it, low¬ 
er or increase. Assessment also 
will depend upon the council. 
Until this year, the area was on 
the same assessment basis as 
the town of Coleman but due to 
the fact that lack of services 
means a reduction of value of 
property the assessment has 
been reduced here by 10%. Pass- 
burg being' further from shop¬ 
ping entires etc received a re¬ 
duction of 30% while some out¬ 
lying areas received as much as 
40% even though they may have 
the same type of buildings. 

Willow Drive representatives 
entered the meeting at this 
qjolnt asking Mr. Kovach what is 
to be done regarding flooding. 
The member explained that the 
Minister of Agriculture and the 
Minister of Highways request be¬ 
ing notified when the banks are 
full or the river at flood stage 
so that they may look the matter 
over and institute a plan to stop 
flooding. 

Getting back to the assessment

MILL RATE SET AT 48 


Coleman’s mill rate increased 
two mills this year to a total of 
48 mills as announced at the 
council meeting last Tuesday 
night. The town mill rate is ac¬ 
tually up 4 mills while the hos¬ 
pital is down 2 to give the in¬ 
crease of 2 mills over last year. 
However it is pointed out that 
grants from the Coleman Light 
and Water keep tax rates down 
approximately 8 mills and the 
government grants another 10 
that ratepayers would normally 
be called upon to pay. The 48 
mills will be made up as the fol¬ 
lowing, school 29; town, 11; hos¬ 
pital 8. 

This mill rate was struck when 
the budget was accepted calling 
for the following amounts; 
school, $35,100; town, 14,550; and 
hospital 10,150. The expenditure 
for the year has been set at 
$38,000 less miscellaneous reven¬ 
ue of $2,900; grant from Light 
and Water Co. $10,000; and a 
government grant of $12,000. 

M&yor Frank Aboussafy 
brought up the matter of resi¬ 
dents in Coleman ignoring the 
bylaw covering the quarantining 
of dogs due to rabies. He stated 
he had received many complaints 
from residents who are abiding 
by the ruling that dogs must be 
confined, but stated: “It is get¬ 
ting to a point where residents 
feel that anyone tying up a dog 
is a fool.’’ 

SUGGESTS FINES 

Councillor Bert Bond added 
that the condition of dogs run¬ 
ning loose is not improving at all 
and suggested that owners dis¬ 
regarding the notices be fined 
heavily, to which Councillor Joe 
Wavrecan replied that if this is 
done many residents would be 
going to jail as they would be 
unable to pay the fines the way 
the mines are working. 

The police chief will be ad¬ 
vised to take action to clean up 
the town of dogs on the loose. 
The police committee will also 
investigate the negligence shown 
by residents and will bring in a 
report at the next meeting. A 
report on horses running loose 
in town will also be investigated 
and steps to curb the measure 
will be taken. 

A letter was received from the 
government advising council 
that a school for training physi¬ 
cal training instructors will be 
held at Red Deer on the week 
of June 22 to June 27. A delegate 
was Invited from Coleman but 
since there is no playground in 
Coleman at present, council left 
the matter in abeyance. 

A letter was also received from 
the Provincial Fire Criefs’ As¬ 
sociation advising council that a 
convention would be held in Red 

formation that should the people 
annex with Coleman or Incorp¬ 
orate as a village, their govern¬ 
ing body would receive a portion 
of the trust fund built up for 
the I. D. They would also receive 
an outright grant to municipal¬ 
ities based on a per capita basis, 
which is estimated to run around 
$6 to $7 per head. 

Feeling that the matter had 
been thoroughly discussed the 
gathering went into regular 
meeting with the decision to 
delve more into the idea of in¬ 
corporation.

Mer- 
onlk reported on the action ta¬ 
ken on house numbering, gar¬ 
bage removal and drainage by 
the executive.

Statistics indicate that 60 per cent, of the fatal accidents on 
farms are caused from improper use of the tractor. J. L. Thompson 
of the Swift Current Experimental Station advises accidents can 
be reduced to a minimum by carefully observing the following 
safety rules:— 

1. Do not allow young children to operate a tractor. 

2. In hitching, do not stand on the ground between the moving trac¬ 
tor and the implement. Always block up the hitch and use a hook 
to > align tractor drawbar. 

3. Let the clutch in slowly when going up a hill, or starting off in 
high gear. 

4. Stop J-hc power take-off when getting off the tractor. 

5. Keep the safety shield over the power take-off assembly. 

6 Stay on the seat when the tractor is in motion, Stop to adjust 
levers or employ hydraulic controls. 

•7. Never allow passengers on the tractor, 

8. In high gear, apply both brakes evenly when a quick stop has to 
be made. Uneven braking causes tipping at high speed. 

• 9. Never change the hitch point above the axle centre line. Always 
use the drawbar. 

* 10. On heavy loads engage the clutch slowly or the front end may

Mr. McKenzie stated that with ex¬ 
tended cultivated acreage and an ap¬ 
parent reversion to large open fields 
of summerfallow, one dry, windy 
year could result in the erosion of 
thousands of acres. 

Each of the various methods of 
control, the Director added,, has a 
definite and distinct value in the 
over-all program. These methods in- 
. elude ploughless fallow with trash 
cover, strip farming or a modification 
of strip farming, cultivating to pro¬ 
duce a cloddy soil condition, plough¬ 
ing or listing in more serious cases, 
and permanently regrassing hreas of 
severe drifting. The planting of field 
shelterbelts is a long-term method of 
control which normally shows good 
results within five years. 

Advocated as the best practice is 
the use of ploughless fallow with 
trash cover. After combining high, 
the stubble is worked so that it is 
anchored in the top two or three 
inches of soil. Under no circum¬ 
stances should the stubble be burned 
off, but left to protect the soil. If 
the stubble is burned weed and soil 
drifting control is made more diffi¬ 
cult. On bare land, the number of 
cultivations needed for weed control 
will pulverize the soil and start 
drifting. If the stubble is left and 
worked in, the soil can safely be 
cultivated more often. 

On trash cover fallow only those 
operations needed for weed control 
should be carried out. Duck-foot or 
blade cultivators cause minimum 
pulverization and leave the trash on 
the surface. Such implements can 
be operated at up to five miles an 
hour, while the use of disc imple¬ 
ments at more than two or three 
miles an hour results in much greater 
pulverization and drifting. It is also 
adviseable not to work summerfal¬ 
low too late in the fall.

For Amateur Gardeners 


IrZi! sprayer is an essential piece of equipment for most 

gaideneis Nothing is more discouraging than to get flowers, vege¬ 
tables or shrubbery flourishing and then to discover that bugs or dis¬ 
ease are ruining them. If one counter-attafcks promptly, however, 
there is little difficulty about control. For every pest, there is some 
chemical or Other treatment to keep it in check. Usually a spray 
or dust is used. For insects that eat holes in foliage the remedy is 
a poison of some kind, such as arsenate of lead, DDT,- copper Sul-1 
phate, nicotine, etc. For the pests chat suck out the juices* a burning i 
spray or dust incorporating sulphur is recommended, or sometimes! 
special soap and water or some of the tobacco solutions. Use sprayers 
when the foliage is dry. - With the dust, best results are obtained on 
a day without wind and just after a rain or dew. With all chemicals 
one is well advised to study and follow directions carefully and make 
sure that the proper material is used for the particular pest concerned 

THE RIGHT TOOL HELPS 

Gardening does not require a whole lot of expensive equipment like 
some other recreations that could be mentioned. Nevertheless work 
will be speeded and made a lot easier with a few special tools. With 
most of this hand equipment it is advisable to have long handles so, 
that one does not have to stoop. It is surprising how accurate and 
quickly one can do thinning and weeding of even tiny stuff with a 
long handled sharp hoe or cultivator provided the same is narrow or 
comes to a point. The D-shaped dutch hoes, too, are excellent things 
for slaying weeds wholesale and loosening up the top soil, but one 
must be careful in using too close to sprawly vegetables and flowers. 
Here again it is better to have a small sized implement rather than 
a big one. The hand drawn three or five pronged cultivators will 
save much drudgery where a fairly large space is to be cultivated 
and for getting in and around flowers, there are all sorts of tiny 
rakes, trowelsjand cultivators. With any of this equipment the work 
will be cut in two if the tool edges are kept sharp and clean It is 
a good plan to have an old file handy. 

THERE IS PLENTY OF TIME YET 

For every plant or seed lost through late plpting there are probably 
a dozen that perish through being put in too soon. Nothing is gained 
by rushing. True, certain grass seed, peas, nursery stock, and such ! 
lovers of cool weather, can hardly be put in too soon. But with the 
great majority of the flowers and vegetables we grow in Canada 
there is no hurry. The main growing period, speaking generally, 
will be June and early July and often those things which are planted 
a week or two later than the first will catch up. Of course, with most 
vegetables experienced gardeners advise planjing/not once but several 
times and at about a fortnight or three-week intervals. This brings 
them along in succession, spreading the harvesting or good-eating 
season over weeks instead of days. To ektend that season still fur¬ 
ther it is also advisable to use at least one earlv and one late matur¬ 
ing variety of each sort. 

CHEMICAL FERTILIZERS 

With manure scarce, gardeners have turned more and more to chemi¬ 
cal fertilizers. These are clean, easy to use and powerful. They are j 
made up of three main elements, nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash, I 
with the proportions of each expressed in formulae of three figures | 
thus 4-8-4. The first of these boosts the green growth above the 
ground and is especially valuable for lawns, lettuce, cabbage and | 
other leafy vegetables. The phosphoric acid encourages the growth j 
of starch and sugars, flowers and seeds. Potash balances the other i 
two and helps maturity. When vegetables are stunted or mis-shapen 
it is usually a sure sign that the soil is deficient in potash. Com- I 
mereial fertilizers should be used carefully according to directions 
and worked into the soil close to but not actually touching the plants ! 


Helpful Hints 


When you're cooking prunes, add 
a stick of cinnamon and a few thin 
slices of lemon for a little different 
flavor. L*2t the prunen chill in their 

syrup so they'll be juicy and plump. 

To remove tar or pitch stains rub 
them with sweet oil or lard. If on 
silk or' worsted materials they can 
be removed by rubbing with alcohol. 

To restore the original brightness 
of pearl buttons rub them with a lit¬ 
tle olive oil which takes away that 
blurred appearance. Finish by pol¬ 
ishing well with nail powder. 

Rub lemon juice into the bread 
boprd. It Will whiten the wood beau¬ 
tifully and will absorb all grease and 
dirt from the board.

MOOSE JAW. — /You won t find 
Leakville, Sask., on any map or in 
any history book, but it did exist and 
vividly to those who ran it.

Ford To Open New Factory 


At 3:45 o'clock (DST) Monday 
afternoon, May 11, the first car 
will drive off the assembly line 
at Ford of Canada’s new plant 
at Oakville, Ontario, signalling 
the start of production for Can¬ 
ada’s newest industrial giant. 

Although no large public cere¬ 
mony is planned, a number of 
civic officials from the area will 
be present including the reeve, 
councillors and township officials 
of Trafalgar township; the 
mayor, councillors and officials 
of Oakville; the warden and 
clerk of the county of Halton, 
and the member of parliament 
and the legislative assembly

Re¬ 
presentatives of the press will 
also be present. 

Start of the Oakville assembly 
line operations in tme 32% acre 
plant marks the completion of 
one stage in Ford of Canada’s 
huge expansion program. The 
other stage is the enlargement 
and modernization of manufac¬ 
turing facilities at Windsor to 
keep pace with the capacity of 
the Oakville ‘ plant. Cost of the 
total expansion program has 
been estimated at $65,000,000, 
approximately half for the Oak¬ 
ville and half for new facilities 
in Windsor. 

The build-up of production at 
i the new plant will be gradual as 
Ford Oakville first takes over the 
assembly of cars, then the 
trucks. Installation of the truck 
assembly lines will proceed' in 
one part of the plant while pas¬ 
senger cars are being built in an¬ 
other section. Step by step, with 
as little production interruption 
as possiBle, assembly operation 
will be moved from Windsor and, 
as fast as space is vacated in the 
Windsor plants, new manufac¬ 
turing equipment will be install¬ 
ed to raise the overall production 
capacity of the company. 

Embodying the latest in in¬ 
dustrial architecture the Oak¬ 
ville plant will be almost smoke¬ 
less, noiseless and odorless. The 
interior of the plant has been 
designed both for production ef¬ 
ficiency and the comfort of em¬ 
ployees. 

The major construction job in 
the interior of the plant was the 
installation of the immensely 
complicated automobile assem¬ 
bly lines. The operation of the 
entire plant — the largest in¬ 
dustrial plant under one roof in 
Canada — must be coordinated 
so that the right part reaches 
the right car at exactly the right 
moment. To supply the needed 
power, more than 300 miles of 
wire and high tension cable and 
a score of transformers have 
been installed. 

A three-quarter mile race 
track could be laid out inside 
the building — and still leave 
plenty of room for thousands of 
spectators. Or you could put 14 
Maple Leaf Gardens on its roof. 
More than 8,000 tons of steel 
, went into its construction. It 
used more than 50,000 cubic 
yards of concrete; 250,000 square 
feet of aluminum siding; more 
than 1,000,000 bricks; and more 
than 2,000,000 man-hours of la¬ 
bor. The building is 1,760 feet in 
length h/3 of a mile) and 800 
feet wide, or close to 1,270,000 
square feet of floor area. 

When in full production the 
new plant will employ about 
4,000 people.

Rev. Young, one of the first 
ministers at Ffank, and later at 
Blairmore, spoke at length of 
the early days as he showed lan¬ 
tern slides of the area including 
views of Turtle Mountain be¬ 
fore and after the slide, the Hill- 
crest and Bellevue explosions. 
Mr. Gushul completed the pic¬ 
torial history by showing color 
slides depicting industrial and 
road work, coal mining and flow¬ 
ers and animal life of the Pass, 
highlighting his showing shots 
of Turtle Mountain and the 
Slide, bringing It to a climax 
with a wide angle panorama 
showing Turtle Mountain, Crows 
Nfst Mountain, the Seven Sis¬ 
ters, Goat Mountain and port of 
Grassy Mountain. 

During this discourse, Rev. 
Young referred to Mr. Dexter, 
former principal of Prank school 
and now a lawyer in California.

OLD TIMERS GATHER 


NEW SIGN UNVEILED AT CIVIC SERVICES 


A visual story of the Pass, both 
old and new, was shown the old 
timers reunion at Turtle Moun¬ 
tain last Wednesday as Evan 
Gushel, of Coleman and Rev 


Memorable speeches, paying 
homage to the dead, suitable 
hymns and the strains of the 
Donnachaidh Pipe Band mingled 
with the steady drip drip of rain 
as hundreds stood with wet feet 
and mostly bareheads to com¬ 
memorate the 50th anniversary 
of the Frank Slide last Wednes¬ 
day afternoon. 

Assembled around the grave 
that contains the remains of a 
few victims of the castastrophe, 
young and old soon chinned the 
ground into mud an inch deep, 
felt rain trickle down their necks 
and chill them to the bone with¬ 
out chilling their spirit. The ev¬ 
ent gave evidence to the organ¬ 
izing ability of th^ Blairmore 
Board of Trade and the co-op- 
eratlon that can be achieved in 
Pass towns as business men in 
all centres closed their stores and 
attended the services despite the 
inclement weather. - % 

The opening portion of the day 
was a memorial service with the 
clergy of the Pass taking the 
service. Rev. T. R. Haythorne 
gave the Invocation, followed by 
the scripture reading by Capt. 
Win. Carey. After a prayer by 
Rev. J. P. Kinvig, Padre Harry 
Moss D.C.M. delivered the talk 
with Rev. A. E. Morrison taking 
the Dedicatory Prayer. Benedic¬ 
tion was given by Rev. J. Moules 
after which the Coleman Pipe 
Band played “My Home” at the 
graveside. 

The second portion, being a 
a Civic Ceremony, heard words 
of welcome and a tribute to the 
dead and survivors of the cas¬ 
tastrophe by Reeve F. P. VeJ- 
prava, of Frank and similar re¬ 
marks by Mayor W. J. Gray, of 
Blairmore. Mayor Frank Abous- 
safy of Coleman brought to the 
gathering the magnitude of the 
slide as a national shrine and as¬ 
serted that while we should not 
loose the real significance of the 
tragedy and should remember 
the dead, we should also look 
to the living. We have here, he 
claimed, one of the greatest 
sights in North America and 
should bring it to the attention 
to the rest of the continent. 

W. Kovach, M.L.A. reminded 
all assembled that they were 
standing on hallowed ground 
and remarked on the magnitude 
of the disaster while introducing 
Ralph Moore, Deputy Minister 
of Economic Affairs who would 
unveil the new sign. Mr. Moore 
in his remarks quoted vital sta¬ 
tistics regarding the slide and 
elaborated on the thought that 
while it was perhaps the great¬ 
est in the world it also erected 
a monument to the dead as it 
broke the thriving town of 
Frank. 

Following the official unveil¬ 
ing, the party continued on a 
tour of the slide returning to

done in the past and suffered 
from the evils. This cuts both 
ways he claimed. There being no 
security, not even for the good 
may suffer for things that they 
have not caused. Can we think 
of anything more that the peo¬ 
ple are seeking today than sec¬ 
urity. The 20th century is a 
risky business, and instead of 
being adventurous as were the 
people of a few years back, all 
we thing of is survival. The pi¬ 
oneer spirit has given way to 
soft thinking, even In our relig¬ 
ion, and everyone should today 
say as his prayer “Master It is 
good for us to be here.”

“There 
was one lesson to take to heart" 
the speaker informed his audi¬ 
ence, and that wasv one must 
have a sure and solid foundation 
to ones life. Elaborating on the 
strength and refuge that is God, 
he mentioned that beauty, gran¬ 
deur and majesty of this hallow¬ 
ed spot. Why are we here he ask¬ 
ed in his opening words, are we 
here to commemorate the dead, 
to pay tribute to the pioneers 
that survived. Worship, he em¬ 
phasized, that is why we are 
here. 

Having impressed the hund¬ 
reds with the feeling of sacri¬ 
fice he brought his remarks to 
a climax showing how we gain

claim that there is a danger of 
another Frank Slide, within the 
next year or the next century, 
they don’t know. 

But a pioneer Frank resident, 
F. A. Ruzicka, who operates a 
general store there, says there 
is no danger. 

Mr. Ruzicka missed the slide 
by one month-^-he was a pas¬ 
senger on the first train to come 
across the slide after the tracks 
were relaid. 

In August of that year, Mr. 
Ruzicka recalls, he was with 
a party that measured one of- 
the cracks on the top of the 
mountain. “Last year,” he said 
in an interview recently, “we 
measured it again, and it was 
still exactly the same width. 

. “There is no danger now of 
a big slide. The worst that can 
happen is what has been hap¬

Presentation of Manitoba’s esti- j 
mated revenues rounded out the i 
West’s budget picture. Over-all ex-1 
penditures will exceecj estimated rev-1 
enues in the four provinces by about 
$107,000,000. 

Total outlay, by provinces, includ-1 
ing capital expenditures, loans to mu¬ 
nicipalities and sums advanced to 
seif-sus’taining utilities,’ follows: B.C., 
$174,882,838; Alberta, $174,083,130; j 
Saskatchewan, $110,725,92?); Mani¬ 
toba, $78,400,000. 

Estimated revenue: B.C. $167,389,- 
013; Alberta, $138,368,160; Saskat¬ 
chewan. $70,515,810; Manitoba, $55,- 
000,000. 

Outlay is higher this year than last 
in all provinces except B.C. There, 
the new Social Credit government 
cut expenditures by about $11,000,- 
000 under a “pay as you go” plan. 
Accumulated surpluses will be used 
to bridge the gap between revenue 
and outlay. 

Alberta also is dipping into a $95,- 


000,000 “nest egg" of accumulated 
surpluses to finance a $25,000,000 mu¬ 
nicipal loan plan and take care of 
other expenditures over and above 
current revenue.
